The California State Rallroad commission
finds among other things as the result of a six-
months' inquiry inte the rules, regulations and |
practices of car corporations that the Puliman |
company by paying Its porters only $27.50
month, forcea them to gouge the already highly
taxed patrons for the larger part of thelr living
wages. While there la nothing new in this |
condition, there I8 just one word that properly |
doscribes It ang that is, “outrage.”

Tha porters have to live, and they eannot
live on what thelr employers pay them. It is |
the custom and very easy, anyway, so they get |
most of thelr earnings In tips from the travel-
ing publie. Nor, according to the commission’s
finding, do these tipa bring extrs service. Thae
report lays emphatic condemnsation on the “ln-
attention of employes to patrons.” But in cast-
ing up accounts, let the balance of censure fall,
nol on the porters, but the system that forces
them Into this polite praetice of extortion,

It is remarkable that In &il this sweep of
reform, touching not omly tha making sand ad-
ministering of laws, but the operation ol
private indusiries, we should have overlooked
this glaring abuse. Our reform lawmakers
have gone too.far with thelr interpositions in
the affairs of private business to leave ground

for saying that they must not take hold of this
question.
